While the civil servants of the 
country were an excellent body the 
had now been put into work which 
was not their own, Where business- 
men shouldered responsibility, civil 
servants shouldere it off, and 
businessmen were being impeded. 
There should be a linking-up 
between businessmen and Govern- 
ment by means of co-operation, and 
not by means of dictatoriai methods. 

He did not believe that after the 
war was over a group of men that 
had grown up around one leader 
would be good enough to bring tne 
country through the crisis that lay 
ahead.

WHAT IS NEEDED 
Mr. Cosgrave pointed out that the 
number in employment had increased 
by 57,000 during the time that Fine 
Gael were in power. In 1938 only 
1,000 additional people were em- 
ployed and 1,000 the year after, This 
was the problem during the emer- 
gency, and the problem which must 
be faced after the war. A mere 
change of Government was not 
enough; but for the difficulties and, 
he was sure, the opportunities which 
would arise, a broad-based National 
Government would be a more potent 
force than a one-party. executive. 
Stressing the need for a more ex- 
pansive agricultural programme, he 
said that the more agricultural 
goods they exported the more em- 
ployment there would be, and the 
greater would be the opportunity 
for the purchase of the necessary 
raw materials and other imports. 
After the war the. prime need of 
all countries would be food.

GREATEST SERVICE

“THROWN 
- AWAY” 


PEAKING on the subject of 
S education at yesterday’s sitting 
of the Senate, Mr. T. J. 
O’CONNELL found strong support 
in the House for .his point, that. by 
making the primary school examina- 
tion compulsory the Minister had 
exceeded his powers, because he had 
no legal or statutory authority to 
do so. ' 

Expressing the opinion that most 
of the money spent on education 
was being thrown away, Mr. D.

FIRST IN IRELAND 


The Rev. J. E. Canavan, S8.J., 
President, presenting the annual 
report, said that a new playground 
for boys, near the existing Broad- 
stone playground, had been opened 
during the year. It was the first 
boys’ playground in Ireland, and was 
opened without any official ceremony, 
as the playground could not accom- 
modate more than 300 of the 30,000 
boys in Dublin between the ages of 
6 and 14. In spite of this attempt 
at secrecy, over 1,000 boys have 
signed application forms. which 
entitle them to make use of what was 
provided for their leisure occupation. 
Two new playgrounds were ‘under 
construction—one of the combined 
boys’, girls’ and infants’ type in 
Mountjoy square and another for boys 
only near the existing Cabra play- 
ground. It would not be possible to 
equip either of these fully until the 
war was over. : ; 

The five playground libraries, 
which aim to provide the children 
who frequent them with one book 
per child a week, now have a total 
of 1,300 books, and the membership 
of the libraries has increased to 489. 
'The election for a boy and girl 
captain on each playground was 
carried out with more success than 
last year, and the children now 
appreciate the significance of such 
an election.

war, and would have suffered all 
the dire consequences of belli- 
gerency.. We agree with Mr. 
Cosgrave that ‘‘ this country is of 
one mind on the question of non- 
participation in the war.” We 
recognise freely that the majority 
of the people is behind the 
Government on this matter, and 
differ from Mr. de Valera only 
inasmuch as we regard neutrality 
—or, as Mr. Cosgrave terms it, 
‘‘non-participation ’’—as a matter 
of expediency, whereas Mr. de 
Valera seems to have elevated it 
into the realms of high principle. 
Be that as it may, the fact remains 
that, for better or for worse, the 
majority of the people of the 
twenty-six counties supports the 
policy of neutrality, and that any 
attempt to make it a party issue 
during the present election would 
be as mischievous as it would 
be dishonest. Having accepted 
neutrality, the people of Ireland 
must be prepared to accept the 
logical consequences of their de- 
cision, and to realise that, when 
this terrible war is over, as it must 
some day be over, the position 
of small neutral States will be 
exceedingly difficult vis-a-vis the 
victorious belligerents. Tinose who 
imagine that after this war the 
world will be governed according 
to the highest princiwdes of human 
justice are living in a fools’ 
paradise. Power politios are just 
as potent a factor in world affairs 
to-day as ever they were; and 
Ireland, in common with the other 
neutral States, will get a hearing 
after the war only if the victorious 
Powers choose to listen to her. 
Her “ rights,’’ in the future, as in 
the past, will be ignored; for, if 
the truth must be told, a small 
nation has no rights when world 
Powers are in conflict, and the 
most that a week neutral can 
expect is that it will be left in 
peace. 

Mr. de Valera believes that he 
is the only man in Ireland 
who can safeguard the country’s 
interests when the fighting comes 
to an end and the statesmen set 
about .their herculean task of 
world reconstruction. He also 
believes that his position as 
a ational leader would be 
weakened rather than strengthened 
by the formation of a National 
Government, and has set his face 
resolutely against anything in the 

nature of a coalition. It is in this 
respect that we disagree pro- 
foundly with Mr. de Velera, and 
feel that he has put himself hope- 
lessly in the wrong. Mr. Cosgrave 
has undertaken that, if his party 
should be successful at the polls 
next month, he will ignore party 
affiliations and set up a Govern- 
ment that shall be “ national ’’ in 
the best sense of the term. The 
head of such a Government would 
be in a position to speak for Ire- 
land when peace is declared with 
an authority that no mere party 
leader could command. He would 
represent not only his own poli- 
tical followers, but also his 
political opponents, and his 
bargaining power would be im. 
mensely enhanced. The Govern- 
ment that will be elected next 
month almost certainly will be in 
power when the war comes to ar. 
end, and it will be required to 
secure the best possible terms 
from the victors for our little 
State. There are very few neutral 
States in Europe. The- voice cf 
neutrality, therefore, is not likely 
to be very loud in the councils of 
Europe during the post-war period, 
and it is essential that Ireland 
shall be in a position to make 
herself heard. A National Govern- 
ment would speak with greater 
authority than either Fianna Fail 
or Fine Gael. That is why, on this 
issue, Mr. Cosgrave is right and 
Mr. de Valera is tragically wrong. 


— 
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Government by Order 


Two days ago a Conservative 
member of the British House of 
Commons moved 

that this House, admitting 
the necessity for war pur- 
poses of giving abnormal 
powers to the Executive, is 
of opinion that Parliament 
should vigilantly maintain 
its ancient right and duty 
of examining legislation, 
whether delegated or other- 
wise. 

The motion was agreed to, after 
it had eliciteu interesting speeches 
from all sections of the House, 
and a sympathetic—but, as it 
seems, not wholly satisfying— 
reply from Mr. Herbert Morrison, 
the Home Secretary. Major 
Petherick, the mover, pointed out 
that whereas 800 _ statutory 
“rules and Orders’’ had been 
issued in 1931, the number in 
1938 was 1,660; in 1939 it wa’ 
1,697, and so far this year—over 
a period of not quite five months, 
it was more than 700. In a sense, 
the first figure is the most 
significant. We question if many 
citizens of Great Britain had 
realised that the power of the 
Executive—which is, to a large 
extent, the power of the Civil 
Service—to. legislate without 
immediate reference to Parlia- 
ment had risen to such heights as 
long ago as the peaceful days of 
1931. The need of Government by 
Order is obvious in war-time, 
when circumstances are apt to 
change with bewildering rapidity, 
and swift decisions are required 
to cope with them. A Legislature 
cannot he kept in session night 
and day for seven days in the

year; even if it could, parlia- 
mentary procedure, with all its 
immense virtues, is not calculated 
to make for speed. The best that 
a practical Legislature can do is 


jto delegate certain of its proper 


functions to the Government, and 
to review the Government's use, 
or misuse, of those extraordinary 
powers as often and as thoroughly 
as possible. 

We say “or misuse,’’ because 
it is clear from criticisms at 
Westminster and in Dail Eireann 
that powers have been conferred 
on both the British and our own 
Governments which hardly were 
anticipated at the time of 
their conferring. An original 
“ Emergency Powers Order,” like 
a pair of rabbits, can give birth 
in a few months to a terrifying 
array of offspring. So it has 
happened across the Channel, 
and so it has happened here, The 
question that now haunts many 
people is whether the process can 
be arrested. Will it -ever be 
possible to revert to the old order 
of things, under which Parlia- 
ment decided beforehand what 
was to happen, instead of this 
new order, under which the 
Government seeks and obtains 
carte blanche, overcoming later|c 
criticism by the use of its 
majority in the Chambers? The 
Minister for Finance was honest 
enough to confess to some fears 
in the course of his Budget 
speech this month. He said, 
almost in so many words, that 
government by Order—the trans- 
fer of power from the Legislature 
to an inflated Civil Service—had|” 
become a sort of Frankenstein’s 
monster. Unfortunately, he 
could offer no solution of 
the problem, except a new 
willingness among the people 
to handle their own. local affairs 
instead of throwing everything 
on the Government’s shoulders. 
That would be a good thing, but 
are the people likély to display 
the needed energy? We must hope 
so. Much can be tolerated in time 
of war that, if prolonged into time 
of peace, would become an intoler- 
able menace to freedom and 
democracy. Nobody can say when 
the period of ‘‘ emergency ’’ will 
come to an end; it certainly will 
not end—if the experience vf 
twenty-five years ago is any guide 
—with the signing of an armistice 
between the Great Powers; and 
the need of emergency legislation 
may linger for many years, Yet 
the country must keep always in 
mind, and must plot and plan for, 
the day when the people, speaking 
through Parliament, will regain 
their supremacy..

PART-TIME TEACHERS | 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—In the different papers of 
Thursday, 20th inst., it is reported 
that the Minister for Education told 
Alderman Corish ‘‘ that the pro- 
posal of the Dublin Vocational Com- 
mittee for payment of a bonus to 
part-time teachers could not be 
sanctioned. Many teachers held 
other salaried posts.”’ 
I have been asked on behalf of my 
association to point out that this 
statement is misleading. Pagt-time 
teachers employed in the Dublin 
vocational day schoolg have no other 
means of livelihood; it would not be 
possible for them to hold other 
salaried posts, as part-time teaching |! 
consists of broken and irregular 
hours. 
These teachers have no pension 
rights nor security of tenure; they 
are not paid for holidays or if they 
lose time through sickness, Out. of 
their meagre salaries they have to 
provide for their old age and sick- 
ness, as they are not eligible for 
National Health Insurance. The 
higher cost of living hits them very 
severely, no increase having been 
given to meet the additional ex- 
pense, 

The evening classes, which extend 
rom October till the last week in 
April, with a break for Christmas 
and Easter holidays, are in many 
cases *worked by teachers holding 
other posts, but these teachers 
are all specialists in their par- 
ticular lines—banking, accountancy, 
languages, etc. The support these 
classes get is sufficient proof of the 
wisdom of the Dublin Vocational 
Committee in having teachers with 
practical experience to coach them. 
All the part-time teachers employed 
in the day schools are solely depend- 
ing on their employment there for 
a livelihood.—Yours, etc.,

BUTTER SUPPLIES 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 
Sirn,—In your issue of 25th inst. 
there appeared an article headed 
‘Drain on Creamery Butter Sup- 
plies,” which I considew gave infor- 
mation that is both inaccurata and 
misleading. Certainly, as far as this 
district (East Limerick) is con- 
cerned, which I suppose produces 
more milk for its area than any 
other, there are very few farmers— 
I know of none—who are making 
any butter, nor are they likely to be 
able to do so if they would, owing 
to impossibility of obtaining separa- 
tors and churns. Consequently the 
statement ‘“‘that in country areas 
the normal consumption is not more 
than álb. per person per week ” can 
hardly be substantiated, and I very 
much doubt if it can be proved to 
be even “nearly accurate” when 
applied to the country as a whole. 
As butter, with bread or potatoes, 
of necessity. forms a large portion of 
the diet of an average farmer or 
land worker and his family—and in 
cases where hired men are kept they 
must be fed similarly—it does not 
seem excessive or extravagant to 
put 1lb. per person per week as the 
probable consumption. If this is the 
case, 1, would appear that 3lb. per 
person per week is being produced by 
the farmers themselves, which, as 
Euclid might say, “is absurd.’
